On another hand the Sieur de la Motte purchaſed 
in the month of Auguſt a carriage and horſes, hires 
three new ſervants, and chrries them to Bar-ſur- 
Aube.

The Sieur Hachette knows no one there; but his ſon- 
in-law, the Sieur de la Porte, a court advocate, is 
acquainted with a lady honoured with the favour of 
the Queen. 

- Honoured with the favonr of the Queen!. One per- 
ceives that this falſe report of a chimerical credit 
gecompanies always, and every where, the name of 
Madame de la Motte, for it was ſhe herſelf. At 
the intreaty of the jewellers, the Sieur Hachette 
ſends his ſon- in- law to her; ſhe appears to him to 
be undecided, but finiſhes by defiring the necklace to 
be brought to her: It was accordingly_brought on 
the 2gth of December 1784. She obſerves to them 
tRat were it not for the repugnance ſhe feels in in- 
terfering in every ſpecies of negociation, ſhe would

her, the Sieur de Caglioſtro had hid himſelf two months at 
Paris, in a ready furniſhed hotel, before he appeared at his own 
houſe on the zoth of January.

The jewellers are ſo touched with this, that they 
offer a preſent, and ſpeak of it to the firſt negocia- 
tor. Three weeks elapſe, when Madame de Ia 
Motte begs the Sieur de la Porte to tell the jewel- 
lers, that ſhe wiſhes to ſee them on the morrow ; he 
acquits himſelf of his commiſſion, and the Sieur 
Baffange repairs to her houſe on the 21ſt of Janua- 
ry 1785, the Sieur Hachette being preſent. She 
gives them more immediate hopes ſhe acquaints 
them that the Queen is deſirous of the necklace, and 
that a nobleman of diſtinction will be charged to ne- 
gociate the buſineſs for her Majeſty ; ſhe adviſes 
them to make uſe of all poſſible precautions with 
him; th de la Porte, who knew it the day after, 
ſuſpected that it related to the Cardinal de Rohan, 
and expreſſed his aſtoniſhment. © Through my credit, 
replied ſhe, ** he is no longer in diſerace.” The 24th 
of January, at 7 o'clock in the morning, the jewel- 
lers received a viſit from the huſband and wife: 
Monfieur and Madame de la Motte again adviſed 
them to be cautious ; they repeated to them that the 
necklace would be purchaſed for the Queen ; they 
gave them notice that the negociator was about to 
appear, which accordingly happened.

Third 
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Third Order of Fatts : delivery of the Necklace 
to Madame de la Matte. 


WHAT remained for him to do after receiving 
the ornament of diamonds?

gety. In a word, has the Cardinal wiſhed to de- 
ceive? Has he been himſelf deceived ? Such is, in 
reſpeßt ty hiq, he only ſtate of the queſtion fixed 
and declated by the letters patent. 

This queſtion is no longer a problem. Madame 
de la Motte caſts a thick veil over _ crime; J it is 
torn off 'by degrees. 

In tlie firſt place, the eredaiey and bet miſtake of 
the Cardinal were obvious, by the very nature of the 
negociation; by his conduct with the Jewellers from 
the beginning f by his haſte to ſend them to the feet 
of the Queen, to return their thanks to her; by the 
letter he cauſed to be written by them on the 12th 
of July; : by the precaution he took to preſerve; as E 
a title, the” forged writing which a guilty perſon, 

* would not have communicated but ſuppreſſed; by'the 
fale of the diamonds made by the Sieur and Madame 
de la Motte at Paris and in England; by the change 
which took place in their fortune; by the very ſto⸗ 
ries of Madame de la Motte, whoſe falſe evidence 
added ſtill to the proofs which ſprung from a paral- 
lel of the conduct of the two people accuſd. 
After wards come the proofs of the inſolent ſcene, 
played by ordef of Madame de la Motte, in the 
gardens of Verftilles, -to deceive the Cardinal; a 
ſcene which proves dn one hand the criminal abuſe 
Madame de la Motte made of the forged letters ſhe 
ſhowed ſeveral perſons; and which, on another 
hand, having been neceſſarlly executed with a vie 
to intereſt, equAly proves the truth of * fucte that

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the Sieur Retaux de Villette is delivered by Provi- 


dence into the hands of juſtice. He is the fabrica- 
tor of the forged letters, the forged approbations, 


dame de la Motte for the ſale of the diamonds in the 


month of February. After heſitating, after ſtrug- 
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gling under the weight of remorſe, and of the 


proofs, he confeſſes, at laſt, that all the forgeries, 
are the work of his hand, and his confeſſion is con- 
firmed. by the report and teſtimony of ſxilful per- 
ſons; who: have proved the writings. to be his. 

Thus, ſpite of the efforts of Madame de la Motte, 
who ſtill keeps back the formal canfeflion. of her 
erime, and whoſe ſtruggles, whoſe concern, whoſe 


_ agitations, and whoſe. inquietudes, are equal: to an 
avowal; all is proved. againſt her, and in favour of 

the Cardinal: there cannot remain a doubt; and al- 
though. England could ſtill furniſh witneſſus no- 


thing is wanting to the proofs; the magiſtrates are 


convinced; they cam reply to all Europe, who waits 
their deciſion, that the Cardinal has not deceived 
that he has evidently been deceived, and: that it is 


bis reſpect itſelf towards her Majeſty; which, in 
his error, rendered him the in voluntary inſtrument 


of the offence: that has been done her; 


What remains, then, in this too famous trial : No-

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have returned to the Parliament to be adjudged and 
cleared up, is cleared up, and ſince there is nothing 
left but to pronounce, according to the proofs. If 
in the inſtruction and in the interrogatories, there 
has been mention of ſome acceſſary circumſtances, 
forms do not permit this kind of ſubſtitution, of one 
trial to another, and at the bottom, the imputations 
of which they treat, are exceedingly fimple, and 
have not even the appearance of a crime. 
T be Sieur de Saint James, has pretended, that the 
Cardinal, in a converſation in July laſt, inſinuated 
a direct coreſpondence with the Queen; but firſt he 
is the only witneſs, as to this circumſtance..—Se- _ 
condly, it is evidently a miſconception of his. The 
Cardmal had no intereſt to make theſe infinuations. - 
There is likewiſe mention of a flight converſation, 
4n a low voice, on a terrace where there was a great 
deal of company; nothing was ſo eaſy as to be miſ- 
taken in the ſound' of words ; it would be very un- 
reaſonable and unjuſt, to be perſuaded, that after 
. ſeveral months, a witneſs might nothave confounded 
two ſentences ſo ſimilar as theſe : I have ſeen 700,000 
mures in the hands of the Queen; or, I have ſeen, 
 worittes with the Queen's hand, that foe had 100,000 li- 
rer, above all if ane obſerves that the Cardinal 
might have pronounced theſe words in an affirmative 
way, and at a time when he had no doubt of the cir- 
. cumſtances which eſtabliſhed his confidence. 
A note, dictated by him to his valet-de-chambre, 
ſeems to indicate that he felt ſome inquietudes ; but 
- he was not ſure that the information which rendered 
| . | Aa 2 IL him 
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him uneaſy had been given; he could not believe 
that the perſon from whom it was ſaid to come, was 
well informed; he could and ought to believe, at 
the moſt, that the ſecret of the necklace was to be 
obſerved.—In a compariſon he made, he was ſtruck 
with the difference of the writings ; but he is 

not expert, and the fignatures and body of a 
VUriting are often different ; beſides Madame de la 
Motte replunges him into all his errours by her pro- 
teſtations, and by a circumſtance ſtill more ſtrik- 
ing; ſhe brings him 30,000 livres to pay the intereſt 
which ſhe could not appear to him to have drawn 
from her own reſources. 

It is not ſurpriſing then that the Cardinal payed theſe 
30,900 livres to the jewellers, in the name of the queen; 
and one ought to be no more ſurprized, that when the 
Sieur de Caglioſtro adviſed him to impeach Madame 
de la Motte, he did not readily conſent to this im- 
peachment, which he regarded as calumnious, ſince 
he did not doubt at that time, but that the neck- 
lace was in the hands of the Queen. It is not ſupri- 
ſing that he affirmed to the Sieur Baſſange this cir- 
cumſtance of which he was perſuaded. . The Sieur 
Baſſange pretends chat he told him, that he had 
treated directiy with the Queen. But this ſecond 
circumſtance is in no way proved; a ſingle witneſs 
| atteſts it, and every thing concurs to make his de- 

_ poſition ſuſpected. He has not dwelt on this par- 
ticular in either of the two Memorials he has figned 
and delivered, to the King, as well as judicially ; he 

has not touched upon it in his declaration to the Mi- 
niſter, nor even in the depoſition he made on oath at 
the Court; this particular deſerves then no' credit, 
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appearing as it does, for the firſt time, at the cloſe 
of the proceedings. 

If ſome are perſuaded, that they would not have 
been ſo impoſed upon, or that they would have been 
diſabuſed by the latter circumſtances; it is certain, 
| that they do not know the human heart; it is in its 
nature to confeſs as late as poſſible, a capital er- 
rour, and to reſiſt the belief of a deſperate truth. 
If the Cardinals conduct at this time, has its ſource 
only in a delayed credulity, it is clearly innocent. 
If the uneaſineſs of his mind, and the hope of avoiding 
an explanation have influenced his conduct, there is 
no crime without a criminal i intention, no offence; 
without a diſpoſition to offend. Prejudice, opinion, 
are not acceſſary to a judgment, they are pro- 
' nounced after the law, and on proofs clearer than the 
day; and what is very evident in the trial, is, that he 

does nat ſhare in the offence committed in the auguſt. 
name of the Queen; that he was the victim of the 
intrigue ;—that he conducted himſelf, in executing 
the order he believed true, with a zeal and ſubmiſſion 
that would have guided him in the execution of one 
that was really ſo: laſtly it is proved, that the error 
was deeply rooted in his mind, and that the moſt 
profound reſpect for Majeſty, was the rejgning f ſenti- | 
ment of his heart.
